Tanne are at present four different laws, 
besides several amending Acts, under which 
municipalities in Bengal are administered. The 
present Bill has been framed with the view of 
consolidating these diffcrent cnactments into a 
single lew. Opportunity has been taken to 
enlarge the powers of Municipal Commissioners ; 
to lay less municipal work and responsibility on 
the shoulders of Magistrates ; to make Municipal 
Commissioners clective; and in other ways to 
afford more scope for municipal self-government, 
The Bill provides for three classes of municipa- 
lities; in two classes the governing body will 
be Municipal Commissioners, while the rnral 
townships in the third class will be adminis- 
tered by punchayets. Municipal Commissioners 
will have power to adopt one or more of the 
ordinary forms of Indian municipal taxation, but 
for punchayets only ane form of local taxation 
will be available. Municipal funds will be devoted 
to police and to ordinary municipal purposes ; 
and it is proposed to permit of their expenditure 














on the maintenance of education and on then 
relief of exceptional distress, Village funds in 
third class Municipalities shall, it is proposed, 
be applicable to the payment of chowkeydara, to 
the maintenance of patshalas or rural schools, 
and to the supply of drinking water. Power is 
taken for Government or its officcrs to intervene 
jn eases where Municipal Commissioners or a 
punchayet may fail to maintain suilicient police, 
or where elementary education may not.be avi 
able at reasonable cost. Provision is made for 
members of municipal bodies sitting for the trial 
of petty offences committed within the limits of 
their townships.

‘The joining-time of an officer transferred duriug privilege or exatnin- 
ation-leave, will be counted from his old station, ar frown the placa where ha 
received the order of transfor, whichever is nearer to his new station. 

















5. Anofficer, the head quarters of whose office are not fixed at one 
station, must, on the expiry of leave, rejoin his office wherever either the head 
quarters of the office or his locum tencns may actually be, provided that 
the Government or other authority by whom the leave was granted, may, for 
any public rouson, permit or requite the officer to rejoin elsewhere.

8. An officer who has no substantive appointment, and is not in the 
Covenanted Civi] Service or the Army, is not entitled to any allwanoe during 
joining-time ; but if such an oficer, while officiating in an office, is transferred to

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CHAPTER IX. 





Extension AND Comsuration or Leave. 


Fetanion and Section 22. Except as provided in Section 1), no kind of leave 

r can be granted in continuation of any other kind; but any 
leave may be retrospectively changed for any othgr kind or 
amount of leave which might at first have been granted : 


Provided that the grant, or extension of furlough, under this 
rule (otherwise than on medical certificate), is subject to Proviso 3 
in Section 7 (a). 


1. Except by the Secretary of State, leave cannot be changed or 
extended without the permission of the Local Government which originally 
granted it. 


2, Examination-lcave may be granted in eontinuation of privilege leave, 
but no kind of leave, except furlough on medical certificate, can be granted in 
continuation of examination-leave. 





3. When privilege leave is, on medical certificate, retrospectively changed

1, An officer quitting India on furlough or special leave must take 
with him a last-pay certificate, whether he intends to draw his allowances in 
England or not.

Ayearary forme, 2. A gazetted officer may draw his allowances at any treasury in Tndia. 
If he signs the bill himself, he must either appear in person at: the place of 
payment, or must furnish a life-certificate by a Coveuunted Civil Servant, 
a Magistrate, a Notary, a Bunker, or a Minister of Religion. If he draws the 
allowances through an authorised agent, the agent must cither furnish a life- 
certificate as above, or must exeente-a bond to refund over-payments, A Tife- 
certificate may be given periodicully, a bond being given to cover intermediate 
payments not supported by the lile-certifieate, 

(Forms of life-certifieate may be procured at the India Oflieo, London). 
> 3. A non-gazotted officer ean draw his leave allowances only at the 
treasury whence his salary ie disbursed, and under the siguature of the head 
of the office to which he is attached; this officer is responsible for any over- 
charges, and no other security is required. 











Bxchange wiv) England, (0). If payment be taken ot the Home treasury, it is made 
quarterly, and rupees are converted into sterling at tho rate of 
exchange fixed, for the time being, .for, financial transactions 
between the Imperial and the Indian treasuries. : 

1, If an officer’s contract of service contains a stipulation to the 
effect that “a pound sterling shall be considered cqual to and calenluted 
after the rate of ten rupees,” his leave allowanegs shall be converted into 
sterling at that rate.

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CHAPTER XI. 


Last-Pax Czrtivicate. 











(The rales in this Chapter apply to all officers in civil employ.) 


1. No officer (unless he has heen newly appointed to the sorvice of tartray ertiacate, 
Government), can bagin to draw pay or allowances at any treasury in Indinor at 
the Home treasury of the Government of India, without producing a last~ 
iy certificate from the treasury where his pay or allowances were last dis- 
sed, or fda the Accountant General within whose jurisdiction that treasury 
is, 





2. An officer must, if possible, appear personally at the oflieo where his 
lnst-pay certificate is completed. 

3. The following are the rules and forms prescribed for the issue of 
Jast-pay certificates in India. 

‘The cases in which these certificates are given are thus classified :— 

Case T.—To an officer proceeding on leave to Europe and embarking at 
a port in the presidency or province in which he is employed ; 

Case II.—To an officcr proceeding on leave to Europe and embarking ut 
a port in another presidency or province ; 

(2) If he be employed at, or have to pass through, the station of the 
Accountant General of his presidency or province; 

(8) Ifhe be not employed at, and have not to pass throngh, that station ; 

Case III.-—To an ollicer proveeding on leave from one place in Tndia to 
another, whether the two places are or are not within the same presidency or 
province ; i : 

Case TV.—To an officer proceeding on duty from one presidency or pro= 
vince to another; 

Case V.—To an officer proeceding on duty from one place to another 
in the same presidency or provinee.

The Accountant General or Treasury Officer at the port of 
embarkation should follow the instructions in the letter addressed to him, and 
return the original form to the officer, If he be an Accountant General, he 
should forward the duplicate to the Loval Government for transmission to the 
Sceretary of State, and address a letter in the Form E, Appendix B, tothe 
Accountaut General of the officer’s presidency but if he be a Treasury Officer, 
he should forward the duplicate to the Accountant Genoral of his own’ presi- 
deney, who will forward it to thee Local Government for transmission to the 
Secretary of State, and address a letter inthe Form F, Appendix B, to the

If he be an Accountant General, he should 
forward the duplicate certificate to the Local Government for transmission to 
the Secretary of State, and forward a copy of the certificate at the end of the 
form to the Accountant Gencral of the absentee’s presideney, with a letter in 
the Form G, Appendix B; but if he be a Treasury Officer, he should forward 
the duplicate Form E to the Accountant General of his own presidency, who 
will send it to the Local Government. for transmission to the Seeretary of 
State, and forward a copy of the certificate at the end of the form to the 
Accountant General of the absentec’s presidency, with a letter in the Form H, 
‘Appendix B.

The Accountant General or Treasury Officer at the port at which the 
officer intends.to embark should follow the instructions in the letter to his 
address on the back of the form, and having copied in the duplicate form the 
entry iu the 6th spaco on the face of the original form and the entries and 
signature in the cortificate at the end should return the original form to the 
absentee, If he be an Accountant General,he should forward the duplicate 
form to the Local Government for transmission to the Seerelary of State, and 
send a copy of the certificate at the end of the form to the Accountant General 
of the absentee’s presidency with a letter in the Form K, Appendix B; but if 
he bea Treasury Officer, ho should forward the duplicate Form D to the 
Accountant General of his own presidency, who will sond it on to the Local 
Government for transmission to the Secretary of State, and forward a copy of 
tho certificate at the end of the Form D_to the Accountant General of th 
absentee’s presidency with a letter in the Form L, Appendix B.

day after such Sunday or holiday, his assumption of office and the re-arrange- 
ment of appointments (if any), consequent thereon, shall be held to havedalcen 
place on the day after that on: which his leave onded: Provided that such 
re-arrangement (ifany) does uot involve the transfer of any oflicer to another 
station, or the formal appointmont of any officer to a new office.

No, '683P —Fort Wittiam, the 1b1k March 1872.—Political.—Notification.—Iu_contiuu- 
ation of Notification No, 1833P of 30th June 1871, the Governor General in Council is pleased 
to notify ns follows, regarding the declaration to'be made under Section 3 of the Natura- 
Uuation Act, 1870, ‘oy Briveh ‘subjects naturalized in the United States of America, in order 
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to renounce tlicir status as naturalized American citizens and to resume British nation. 
ality :— 
7 WHEREAS by Section § of the Naturalization Act, 1870, it was provided as follows :— 

“When Her Majesty has entered into a Convention with any foreign State to the effect 
that the subjects or citizens of that State who have been naturalized as British subjects may 
divest themselves of their status as such subjects, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty, by Order 
in Council, to declare that such Convention has been entered into by Her Majesty ; and from 
and after the date of such Order in Council any person being originally a subject or citizen of 
the State referred to in suth Order, who has been naturalized as a British subject, may, within 
such limit of time as may be provided in the Convention, make a declaration of alienage, and 
from and aftcr the date ‘of his so making such declaration such person shall be regarded as 
an alien, and asa subject of the State ta which he originally belonged as aforesaid. 

“A declaration of alicuage may be made as follows, that is to say—if the declarant be 
in the United Kingdom, in the presence of any Justice of the Peace; if elsewhere in Her 
Majesty’s dominions, in the presence of any Judge of any Court of Civil or Criminal Juris. 
diction, of any Justice of the Peace, or of any other Officer for the time being authorized by 
law in the place in which the declarant is to administer an oath for any judiciat or other legal 
purpose ; if out of Her Majesty’s dominions, in the presence of any Officer in the Diplomatic 
or Consular Service of Her Majesty.”” 

Aud whereas, in pursuance of the said section, Her Majesty entered into a Convention 
with the United States of America which was signed at Londom, May 18th, 1870, and the 
ratifications of which were exchanged at London, August 10th, 1870, to the following 
effect :— 

“Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and the 
President of the United States of America being desirous to regulate the citizenship of Bri- 
tish subjects who have cmigrated or who may cmigrate from the British dominions to the

Council, Kuight of the Most Noble Order of the Garter, Knight Grand Cross of the Most 
Hon'ble Order‘of the Bath, Her Britannic Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affuirs ; 

‘and the President of the United States of America, John Lothrop Motley, Esg., 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the United States of America to Her 
Britannic Majesty ; 

“who after having communicated to cach other their respective full powers, found to be 
in good and due form, have agreed upon and concluded the following Articles :— 


“ ARTICLE I. 


“British subjects who have become, or shall become, and are naturalized, according to 
law within the United States of Aperica, as citizens thereof, shall, suljoct to the provisions 
of Article II, be held by Great Britain to be in all respects and for all purposes citizens of 
the United States, and shall be treated as such by Great Britain. 

« Reciprocally, citizens of the United States of America who have become, or shall 
become, and are naturalized, according to law within the British dominions, as British 
subjects, shall, subject to the provisions of Article 11, be held by the United States to be in 
all respects and for all purposes British subjects, and shall be treated as such by the United

“Such British subjects as aforesaid, who have become and are naturalized as citizens 
within the United States, shall be at liberty to renounce their naturalization and to resume 
their British nationality, provided that such renunciation be publicly declared within two

“Such citizens of the United States as aforesaid, who have become Snd are naturalised 
within the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty os British subjects, shall be at liberty to 
renounce their naturalization, and to resume their nationality as citizens of the United 
States, provided that such renunciation be publicly declared within two years after the exchange 
of the ratifications of the present Convention. 

“The manner in which this renunciation may he made and publicly declared shall be 
agreed upon by the Governments of the respective countries, ie

“The present Convention shall be ratified by Her Britannic Majesty and by the Presi- 
dent of Unted»States, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate thereof, and the 
ratifications shall be exchanged at London as soon as may be within twelve months from the 
date hereof.

Treland and the President of the United States of America, for the purpose of cllceting such 
agreement, have resolved to conclude a Supplemental Convention, and have named as their 
Plenipotentiaries, that is to say, Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, Sir Edward Thornton, Knight Commander of the Most Hon’ble Order 
of the Bath, and Her Envoy Extraordinary and Ministcr Picuipotentiary to the United States 
of America, and the President of the United States of America, Hamilton Fish, Secretary 
of State, who have agreed as follows :— 


ARTICLE I. 


« Any porson being originally a citizen of the United States, who had previously to 
May 18th, 1870, been naturalized as a British subject, may at any time heforo August 10th, 
1872, and any British subject, who at the dato first aforesaid had been naturalized as a eitizen 
within the United States, may at any time before May 12th, 1472, publicly declare his renun- 
ciation of such naturalization by subscribing au instrument in writiug substantially in the form 
hereunto appended, und designated as Annex A.
